It is to be plant-
ed in the deill precisely as colton, aboul threo
eights of a busbel of the seed Lo the aere.

9d. The plow and hoe areto be used as
though it wore cotton, thinuing it out with &
broad Loe, end when it is three or four inghes
higdh thin it by hand, leaving only two or three
stalks together aceording to the sirength of
your land, which should not be very rich,
otherwise the straw will be too coarse.

$d Abwut the first of August, when the
blossom sppears and the straw turns slightly
brewan, the staik must be bent or turned down
about six imches below the straw, which ean
readily be done without breaking it. It is
gonerally necessary to go through the field at
two or three different times; as it does not all
arrive al sufficient maturity to requre turning
down at once.

4th. In & few weeks frdm this time, tLe seed
will become hard nnd dry, when the cern
should be cut just at the point at which it was
bent : being careful to do this before it has bo-
come affecled wilh mildew. Theu spread it
ouLin & cool airy place to dry, protected alike
from sun and moisture, . The secds way be
stripped off at any leisure time; then the straw
i ready fer markot,

A specimen of the ingirument for stripping
the seed may be seei; ut Mesyrs. Foster & Judd's
siore, though it may Ue constructed in many
different forme,

The soil should Lo such as would produce
good colton, (mot tao puor) and, if properly
cultivated, from 200 to 300 Ibs. of straw may
be raised 5 the acre.

Many tons of thia maicrial can be manufac
tured into brooms Lere sunually. We hope
that every farmer who can procure the seed,
will, from year to yesr, devole several acres
to this grop, until it shall becom. one of the
staple products of the Disirict; by so doing
you will subserve the general interest of the
country, and confer 8 special favor on many
young men, who, though destitute of sight, are
determined with their oxn bands, to sarn their
